BEACH’S FOURTH -DAY. 
NEW EVIDENCE FOR THE PROSECUTION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New Yorx, June 14.—A great stir was made in 
Court by the opening remarks of Mr. Beach in 
reference to the publication in the Herald of new 
evidence for plaintiff discovered since the 
evidence was in. He stated that in his opinion 
the evidence was of a character which calied for 
an application to the Court in the matter, but 
wished to consult Judge Fullerton before acting, 
and would do so during the recess. During the 
recess all sorts of rumors were afloat as to the 
course to be followed. Among others were hints 


of contempt proceedings, and of a possible re- 
opening of the case. After the reassembling of 
the Court nothing was said by counsel in the mat- 
ter, and Mr. Beach, when questioned, said that 
they had resolved to do nothing whatever with 
rezard to the statement, leaving the work of ro- 
plying to defendant's consel. 

Mr. Beach to-day entered upon the presenta- 
tion of plaintiff's case in an argument likely to 
last two days or more. He devoted most of the 
day to an analysis of the characters engaged 
in the defense, some of which created great 


laughter and applause. 
The ovations to Beach on entering and leaving 


the Court continue.

The feelings of tho jury must 
often haye been moved by ‘the sight merely of 
Mr. Beecher iu this court-room, and must have 
been stirred to sympathy by hie appeals to 
Heaven upon the stand, ‘ut such feelings, such 
sympathies, were not justice, and were not 
law. 

The counsel then dwelt on the majestic reign 
of law in nature. and the evils which resulted 
from all its violations. Bo it was with the law 
of society. If the jury violated it in this case, 
pernicious results would ineviiably follow.

IMPORTANCE OF THE PHENOMENON. 
The plavet Mars has been observed at previous 
ious for the purpose of finding bis paral- 
lax, and the observations made thirteen years 
ago enabled astronomers to decide tbat the dis- 
tance of the sun, as calculated by Encke, was 
some 8,000,000 miles too great. But the 29th of 
this month will present means for finding the 
distance more accurately than was possible 
in 1862. The reason is that the star, No. 3 in 
Sagittarius, will furnish a fixed point of light to 
which the observers in both hemispheres can di- 
rectly refer the position of Mars. ey will thus 
get rid of several elements of uncertainty which 
attend observations made with the meridian cir- 
cle, for the determination of altitude, and 
thence finding the deciination. Among these 
we may mention probable 
in refraction at different altitudes; the difference 
of refraction for two points very near each 
other being susceptible of much more sccurate 
determination than the actual refraction for 
either point. Then there are oscillations of the 
earth's crust which cause minute deflections of 
the instruménts from the mean position, the ex- 
tent of which can never be accurately known, 
because the differences due to this cause are 
mixed up with errors in the graduation qr 
the circles and in the reading of the arcs. 
The oscillation of the instrument being 
the same at ail stations for the planet and for 
the star, ite extent will cause no error in the 
measure of the angular distance between the 
two.

WESTERN AVENUE BOULEVARD. 
To the Editor of The Ohicago Tribune : 

Curcaco, June 14.—Having seen it announced 
in your paper, a week ago last Sunday morning, 
that the South Park Commissioners had con- 
gluded not to make the contemplated improve- 
ment on the Western avetfue boulevard this sea- 
gon, for the reason that they could not obtain 
ttle to the land at a fair price, and feeling some- 
what disappointed by such a decision, I respect- 
fully inquire of the Commissioners how much 
longer time they will require to obtain the title 
to that land. It is over five years since the pas- 
sage of the law creating the South Park and 
boulevards. ‘The fourth section of the law 
provides that the Commissioners shall, 
within ninety days after ther organization, 
or as soon thereafter aa ia practicable, ‘‘ select 
the lands designated in said act. What is im- 
tended by the word select? It can have no 
other meaning than that the Comaussiopers 
shail sequire title, as the law designated and 
fited the boundaries. And there was nothing 
left to de dove by way of selecting except to ac- 
quire the title, and that wasto be done within 
ninety days after their organization, or as soon 
thereafter as practicable. Have the Commis- 
sioners thought it necessary to wait five years 
before it was practicable to select this land ? 
Such an interpretation would leave it discretion- 
ary with them to wait five years longer, or even 
for all time tocome. I can hardly believe any 


such discretion was vested in the Park Commis- 


siovers. But, from all the information Iam in 
of at present, I am compelled to be- 
e that many of those who have been payin 
assessments and taxes for this improvement will 
not live long enough to see it accomplished.

The Germans, we should judge from a 
letter recently published in Taz Tarox, 
are apprehensive of a growth of socialism 
which does not go further, in many respects, 
than the recognized principles of a Repub- 
lican form of government in Switzerland and 
America. What would the Germans think if 
an audience of 2,000 persons gathered to- 
gether in a public meeting in one of their 
principal cities to listen to such harangues as 
were delivered Sunday afternoon in Chicago 
by Messrs. Sumens, McAuuur, Vn, 
and others? If such meetings and such ut- 
terances were possible in Germany (they 
would be dispersed at the point of the bayo- 
net before organization), they would spread 
like wildfire and arouse the fears of the Gov- 
ernment, the officials, and the law-abiding 
people everywhere. That they have come to 
be of ordinary occurrence here, and 
are permitted without interference or pro- 
test from the authoritics, is an evidence 
either of the indifference of the people to 
their malign influences or of a popular and 
official confidence in the strength of free 
government. Perhaps there is something of 
both these sentiments which accounts for the 
immunity given to the Communistic agitators 
and their incendiary utterances. The popu- 
lar indifference may be partly owing to the 
disposition of the American people to depre- 
ciate dangers and discredit impending disas- 
ters; the mass of the people refused to be- 
lieve that there was war in the land until 
after the battle of Bull Run. There is also 
an abiding faith in the permanency of our 
institutions and their powers to resist inva- 
sion from within and without. It is the com- 
bination of these two sentiments which ena- 
bles 2,000 men to gather in public and listen 
to harangues calculated to excite the worst 
passions, to bring law.and authority into con- 
tempt, to threaten the social harmony and 
political structure of our people, and to en- 
danger the life and property of all men dis- 
posed to defend their rights. 

Mr. MoAvurrr is the most dangerous, be- 
cause the most intelligent, among the con- 
fessed Communards of Chicago. We will 
take his utterances, therefore, as the fairest 
of the class. The refrain of his speech was 
to create an antagonism between labor and 
capital, and to incite his hearers to arm and 
equip themselves for an open conflict with 
the new Chicago regiments as the defenders 
‘of capital.

There is little use in argument with 
men who declare that they &re not bound to 
obey any laws except those they are familiar 
with and subscribe to, and that it is their 
right and duty to present an armed resistance 
to any body of men who undertake to sustain 
the laws. We do not think that Mr. Mo- 
Av.irr’s hearers will follow his advice to get 
muskets and cartridge-boxes, and drill for the 
approaching conflict, for obvious reasons. 
The great majority of those who sympathize 
with these sentiments do not work enough to 
be able to buy a musket, and they would 
rather spend their time in beer-saloons than 
in drilling. It is well, however, to be pre- 
pared for any overt acts if unscrupulous 
leaders shall ever succeed in exciting these 
poor dupes who listen to them to violent at- 
tacks on life or property. The way to assure 
this protection is to perfect the organization 
and efficiency of the militia regiments already 
fairly started.

I BATTLE OF BUNKER HIM , 
There never was such a battle; yet it is en- 
shrined in It was u failure anda 
flight; yet it is now regarded as a glorious 
vietory. The day after, general shame and 
mortification were felt over what was de- 
nounced as a shameful blunder and a military 
crime; now no such feeling exists, and « 
triumphal! shaft of granite commemorates the 
national glory in what was once called the 
national shame. The centennial of this rare 
bundle of contradictions will be celebrated 
Thursday, June 17, at Boston, with a zeal 


and enthusiasm that bid fair to make it the 


most memorable centennial of our time. The 
story of the fight has been told in dozens of 
books. Three or four of them, devoted ex- 
clusively to this one theme, have appeared 
within the last ten days. Rejecting the de- 
tails apparently dictated by partisan malice, 
by personal jealousy, by anything save the 
spirit of truth-seeking, we tell to-day the tale 
of a hundred years ago. 

In June, 1775, an army of British regulars 
was besieged in Boston by a motley collection 
of provincial troops, representing the four 
New England colonies, without viforms, in- 
differently well-armed, with a multitude 37 
Generals. A Committee of Safety, appointed 
by and representing the ‘‘ Provincial Congress 
of Massachusetts,” exercised a nominal con- 
trol over the military mob. It had its head- 
quarters at Cambridge. On the 15th of June, 
just a century ago to-day, this Committee re- 
solved that Bunkers Hill be maintained by 
sufficient forces being posted thereon.” Writ- 
tem orders to this effect were issued and 
were deliberately disobeyed, as we shall 
see. A column of about 700 mau was 
drawn up on the Common at Cam- 
bridge, a little befere sunset of June 
16. President Lax OD, of Harvard College, 
offered a fervent and impressive prayer; 
Col. Wu Prescort, the real commander 
of the whole affair, took his place at the head 
of the column, with a Sergeant carrying a 
dark lantern on either side of him; and the 
march began. When the Americans reached 
the skirts of Bunker Hill, their attention was 
attracted by a little hillock, much nearer 
Charles River and so nearer Boston, and 
only about half the height of Banker Hill. 
This hillock has since become known as 
Breed's Hill, but seems to have been name- 
less until after the batile. Parxscorr held a 
consultation with the three or four officers of 
high rank—Pocrsam, Gripizy, etc.—who 
were with him. They agreed that his orders 
gave him discretion to choose whatever 
point he preferred, and the little army 
was foolishly conducted to Breed’s Hill. 
There they worked, hearing the “All's 
well” of the British sentinels between the 
strokes of the pick and the whispered words 
of the officers. Work was begun about mid- 
night. By daybreak of the 17th, a redoubt 
about 6 feet high and 30 long had been 
thrown up on the brow of the hill. As soon 
as it was discovered, the British vessels lying 
in Charles River opened fire upon it. It is 
said that the provincials were amazed to dis- 
cover their real position, since most of them 
thought they had been working on Bunker 
Hill Treachery was suspected. Still they 
worked on, strengthening and extending their 
defenses. When these were finished, at 11 a. 
m., they consisted of a redoubt which formed 
three sides of a square, a low breastwork, and 
a nondescript fortification consisting of two 
lines of rail fences set near each other with 
the space between them filled up with new- 
mown bay. This last line extended to 
the Mystic River in order to prevent 
any successful attempt upon the left flank of 
the American force, but there was a con- 
siderable gap between it and the breastwork. 
and through that gap the British finally got 
when they won the day. The heavy cannon- 
ade kept up during the work on the defenses 
did scarcely any damage. One man, Asa 
Pan, was killed by it. Prescorr ordered 
him to be buried at once, in order that the 
sight of his dead body might not terrify the 
raw troops. What!” said the officer who 
received the order, bury him without 
prayer?” An oflicious chaplain insisted 
upon performing the rites of his church 
before his burial, and several of the soldiers 
whom his prayers drew to the spot deserted 
at once, unable, as Prescorr had feared, to 
stand the sight of blood. 

By 1 o'clock, 2,000 British troops had 
landed at Moulton’s Point, at the junction 
of the Charles and Mystic Rivers. They 
were soon reinforced by 1,000 more. An 
abundant dinner and plenty of grog were 
served out to them, in order to inspirit them 
for the fight. Thus primed, the attacking 
force separated into two columns, one of 
which, under Praor, marched straight up 
Breed’s Hill, while the other, under Hows, 
advanced along the Mystic towards the rail 
fences that covered the left of the American 
line.’ As the two bodies moved forward, they 
were assailed by scattering shots ‘from the 
Village of Charlestown, which was at once set 
on fire. Our orators have expatiated on the 
barbarity of this act, and Dr. Hotarces returns 
to the charge in his Centennial poem on 
Bunker Hill, but it was in a military sense 
a perfectly legitimate war measure. ‘The 
scarlet line came steadily on tb within thirty 
paces of the rebel redoubt and fence. The

masses. It was at this time that the greatest 
loss of life on our side occurred. It was then 
that Maj.-Gen. Wan fell He was the 
President of the Provincial Congress, a man 
of great attainments and universally beloved. 
When he arrived on the ground, early in the 
afternoon, he had been offered the command, 
on account of his superior rank, but 
had declined it, saying, We are all Colonels 
here, and one Colonel is as good as another.” 
On the 16th of June he had officiated as 
President of the Congress. On the 17th, 
when he set out for the fight, Eno 
Gerry remonstrated with him. He answered 
with the old motto: “ Dulce et decorum est 
pro patria mori.” Three hours afterwards 
the half-prophecy was fulfilled by his death. 
The man of most note killed on the British 
side was Maj. , at whose orders the 
“Lexington Massacre” was begun. The 
total loss sccording to the official returns 
was, on the American side, killed, 140; 
wounded, 271; prisoners, 80; and, on that 
of the English, killed, 226; wounded, 828. 

As the Americans ran and the English 
chased, a faint attempt to rally the former was 
made on Bunkers Hill, where some defenses 
had been hastily improvised. This was a 
very disastrous venture. A few provincials 
were shot down, and the rest ran faster than 
ever. This inglorious episode was the only 
part of the battle that took place on the site 
now glorified by the great granite monu- 
ment. 

The feeling throughout the Colonies after 
the fight to which we now look back with 
such exultation is thus described by an his- 
torical writer: It is a singular fact that on 
the 18th of June, 1775, there were few who 
would have cared to claim d share in the 
transactions of the previous day. The at- 
tempt to occupy so exposed a place as Breed’s 
Hill was pronounced rash in conception and 
discreditable in the execution; there was 
a deep feeling of disappointment and 
mortification in the Colonies, and the 
complaints were loud and many of 
the lack of good conduct. eviticed 
somewhere. Years elapsed before any one 
claimed for himself or for a friend the honor 
of having commanded on the occasion; and 
other years elapsed before there wan a gen- 
eral notice of the anniversary.” 

The notice this year is to be more general 
than ever before.

Altogether, it will be 
a grand occasion,.and the citizen of Chicago 
with nothing pressing to do can take the af- 
ternoon train to-day and spend Thursday in 
celebrating the centennial of the Battle of 
Banker Hill.” 


FRANCO-GERMAN JOURNALISM. 

A very rash and réckless man, Prof. Hu- 
nick Wotrxs, of the University of Leipzig, 
has just published a book which throws con- 
siderable light upon journalism in Germany, 
and how the German newspapers which are 
favorable to Bismancn’s policy happen to be 
so unanimous upon all points, and appear 
simultaneously with the same comments, 
criticiams, and recommendations. According 
to Prof. Worrxz, there is a central bureau 
of the press in Berlin, under the 
auspices of Biswarce. It isan endowed in- 
stitution, the Government having turned 
over to it the confiscated property of the 
King of Hanover and the Elector of Hesse. 
It is particularly active in Hanover, Ba- 
varia, Baden, and Alsace-Lorraine. Its func- 
tions are to supply news and opinions, to 
furnish writers, to buy old papers and start 
new ones, and run those already in existence, 
like the Augsburg Gazette and Cologne Ga- 
nette, for instance, which are said to be man- 
aged by it. With such an institution as this, 
worked by Government machinery, it 
is easy to account for the unanim- 
ity which seems to prevail through 
out Prussia upon national measures and 
the unification which Braunen has accom- 
plished in the German Empire, and for which 
he has been accredited as the first statesman

A recent investigation in New York shows 
a general system of frauds in canned goods. 
It extends to every description of fruits, 

vegetables, and fish. At this exami- 
nation it was found that in the case of clams, 
the solid contents of a 1-pound can weighed 
8$ ounces; 2-pound cans contained 167 
ounces. Two-pound cans of lobster showed 
24 ounces of solid contents. Cans of con- 
densed milk turned out 18 ounces to the 
pound. The contents of cans of mushrooms, 
after having been drained of water and 


following exhibit : Six-pound can, 5} pounds 
of beef; 4-pound can, 3 pounds and 7 
ounces of beef. All this is the result 
of dishonest competition. Canned goods 
are sold by the can, the price 
graded upon the honest weight being put into 
the cans. Another packer puts his goods on 
the market at 25 per cent per can less, and 
puts that much less fruit or fish in the can. 
He, in turn, is undersold by some other per- 
son who puts still less in the cans. In this 
way, the man who puts a pound of lobster in 
a pound-can is readily undersold by those 
who, putting only half a pound of lobster in 
the can, can sell with increased profit at two- 
thirds the standard price, 

Any housekeeper can tell how much he or 
she is swindled in canned goods by weighing 
the can before it is opened, and then weigh- 
ing it and the water after the solid contents 
have been taken ont. Nothing is more com- 
mon in the canned goods trade than to have 
several brands of the same article selling at 
different prices. This difference, in a ma- 
jority of cases, represents the shortage of 
fruit or fiah and the water in the lower-priced 


cans. 

This trick prevails in other trades. A year 
or more ago there was a convention of manu- 
Yacturérs of wrapping papers held in Ver- 
mont to try and correct abuses of this same 
kind, and at that convention there was a 
general reprobation of the frauds.’ It was 
stated that the paper was sold by the ream ; 
that in order to undersell rivals paper ould. 
be put up with 29 sheets to a quire; others 
would put up less; and there were even in- 
stances where there were but 11 sheets in a 
quire. This paper was of course sold at mne 
less than an honest ream could ve sold for. 
In view of the extent — Which this kind of 
fraud has heeu carried, the packers of canned 
goods in the Eastern States have called 
a convention to meet in Philadelphia this 
week to adopt some measure to put an end 
to it. The trade—that is, the great body of 
the retailers in the country—fully under- 
stand the business. They know the standard 
prices at which honestly-packed goods can be 
sold, and they understand the reason why 
one brand can be sold for less. It is the con- 
sumer who is the victim. When a man buys 
a pound can of any goods for 5 cents less 
than he has been paying for the same article, 
he may, as a general thing, assume that he is 
getting from 8 to 10 cents’ worth of solid fish 
or fruit or vegetables less for his money.
